J he usual crop of rag weed Is being 
held in check by the drought and the 
failure of the crop is indicated. 

Many farmers who staked the result 
of tne year's work upon returns fro n 
crops of com and tobacco see ;nothing 
in sight but failure.

Farmers who stand rendy ,co sow 
stubble fields in clever, cow peas, 
alfalfa, rye and late corn as roogbege 
crops to take. Che plaee of hay for 
winter use and fall grazing are but 
waiting for a rain, the ground is . too 
bard and diy to plow. 

Feed of all kinda for live stock is 
going to be higher than for many 
years and already eid hay is being im- 
ported into the county from the West. 

Farmers who have a supply of old 
corn wont sell at |the present market 
prices, high as these are, and are 
going to hold for the advance that 
must come with the failure of the new 
erepr wMtk now seeow inevitnMa.

J. W. Glenn.' an lq;>erator of slot 
-maehinca. fpoul room 0ut and confi- 
dence man, well rememered by the 
sporting element of Paris, for a neat 
scheme pulled off here a few years 
ago, when the local/ sports were 
victiBizsd to the extant of • couple of 
thousand dollars a "sore thing" put 
over tha aaraa thing on a Waahingtan, 
O. G.. man a few weeks ago. The 
story «i|p told in a oispstch from 
Waahington to the Cincinnati Enquir- 
er, is as follows : 

Bntieed into attempting to get rich 
quickly by two clever contidence men 
and drawn into their clutches by the 
seeming certainty of making "easy 
money," J. T. Henshaw, of this city, 
a member of the firm of Ht^nshaw & 
Co.. was swindled out of $2,035 while 
on a recent trip to Niagara Falls. N. 
Y. So well did the swindlers play 
their game that it was only today that 
Mr. Henshaw discovered his loss and 
reported the affair. The game was 
the old tamiliar poolroom scheme 

Mr. Haaahaw tolls the story as fol- 
lows . 

"While at Niagara Falls I met a 
man who gave the name of J. W. 
Glenn. We tock a trip around the 
gorge and going to a hotel at the end 
we sat down to rest. We had not been 
there long when a man sat down near 
us and began counting a bunch uf 
money, some of it being thousand- 
dollar bills. 

"i^ienn recognized the man. calling 
him Mr. Bentley. Bentley said he 
was employed at a salary of fifty 
dollars a day and that be had tele- 
graphic information aaeh day from 
man who controlled tha horses at tha 
track and that he placed his bets with 
abaoluto cartointy. Taking us into 
tne hotel ha showed us a little room 
where tha side wsUs were chslked up 
With tha namea of horses. Eight or 
ten men were in the room 1 looked 
around and Bentle> and myself went 
back to the room upstairs. Bentley 
put a thousand dollar bill in my hand 
and said, ' take this and put it up on 
Floyd Wells.' 

"1 went down into the room and 
passed Bentley 'a $1.(J00 into the win- 
dow, together with $2 of my own. In 
about two minutes tloyd Wells was 
announced the winner, and I 
down $2,001. 

"In a few minutes Bentley sent me 
down with another thousand dollars to 



Former Parisian Gives Views as 
Alienist. 



Many recent destructive fires in Chi- 
cagA, under investigation by the po- 
lice, are believed to be of ioiendiary 
origin. In many of the conflagrations 
scores of horses sere burned to desth 
and officials are wprking npoa the 
theory that tha perpetrator is a per- 
eon laboring onder a mental perveraon, 
hiiherto unknown to scientists. 

This persoB is believed to be a girl, 
whose desire to see animals suffer 
prompted the acts which recently 
caused such immense losses in Chicago. 
It 18 the belief that this mania was 
responsible, and that there were no 
causes for levenge, nor robbery the 
motive. 

Dr. John Steele Sweeney, says the 
Chicago Laiiy Jcuriia), resident 
physician of the Palmer house, who 
has sluaifcd extenisvely alon^s ths lire, 
has given valuable infoimation on the 
subject 

"The human mind can never have a 
definite conceptio/i of what limits the 
human nriina can go to," he said. 
" rhere is a limit to everything known 
but man's mind. That is more infinite 
even than space. Science has calcu- 
lated the extent of 'intinite' gpace, but 
there is nutnin^; tnat will ever lead be- 
yond or tven to thd li.nits of mind." 

Ill ex:plaining pyr^mania and other 
perversions of the human intellect, 
such as are held responsible for resent 
incendiarism in Chicago, he said : 

"Impulsive insanity is chsracterized 
by the development of morbid tend- 
er.cies and impulses which either do- 
minate over violtion contUioally or in 
recuning paroxysms. 

"These acts, which aopear without 
motive, are performed becaoae of an 
irreaistible impulse. The i<npuls«8 do 
not arise as a result of a conscious 
plan, but appear suddenly, are quickly 
executed, and ofter quite indefinite, 
thereby causing the actions to appear 
unpremeditated, ourposeless and even 
absuid. In case the act is serious or 
dangerous its accomplishment may be 
preceded by a conscious struggle. But 
yet, the worst acts are often perform- 
I ed without delay, and as a matter of 
course. Neither the regret, that fol 
lows nor the fear for the results 
drew suffices to suppress the recurrence of 
similar impulses. 

"Ihe impiiise to set fire i^ exhibited 
especially by young girls. Sometimes

hooo. Morbid impulses to destroy and 
kill are other instances. There are 
ycung wcmen nho show a morbid im- 
pulse to beat little children entrusted 
to their care. 

"One should not confound the re- 
lapsing of criminals with the regular 
! repfctition of similar criminal tc s in 
these patients. 1 he criminal sets fire, 
kills and steals, but he does it from 
stifish niotives and for some definite 
pur pose, perhaps to do s6meone iojury. 
I While the persmi suffering from impul- 
sive insanity such as pyromania is 
' forced by the dominating impulse to 
I do the deed against his or her will. 
Frequently the patient has a feeKng 
' that the action is ificcnsistoat, un- 
natural ra'-rbid. 

I "In impulsive insanity there ia apt 
I to be associated with the idea of the 
morbid act a feelirg of oesire and 
eagerness for its performance and the 
j patients cannot remain quiet until it 
I is done. The performance of the act 
' is immediately followed by a feeling 
j of relief , while failuie brings disap- 
pointment. " 

Dr. Sweeney has n:ade a special 
study of incendiary fires in Chicago. 
He classes oy themselves the ones in 
which horses were burned and his in- 
vestigation, he says, convinces him 
that the acta w^ra those of in»ane 
young women. 

Dr. Sweeney was formerly of Paris, 
ard for a nun.ber of years has been 
physician at the Palmer hcuse. He 
has made quite a reputation as a

Aeroplane Flight of J. A. D. McCurdy Over tho Rdcky Mountains in 

Colorado. 



Outstanding in iiniiortance among 
;ho aiiuist-ment l'eatur(.s arranged for 
the big Blue Grass fair, which will be 
held at Lexington the week, ol AuguBt 
7th to 12tli, are the daily aeroplane 
flights to be given by the world famotis 
aviator, Mr. J. A. D. McCurdy. 

No other modern science is the sub- 
ject of so much interest to-day as the 
effort to perfect aerial navigation. 
Among those engaged in this work, 
Mr. McCurdy holds a foremost place. 
The feats which he has already ac- 
complished have given him a reputa- 
tion that is not confined to the Amer- 
ican continent, but extends througli- 
out the world. A nephew of Dr. Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, inventor of the 
rjell Telephone, Mr. McCurdy has been 
i>!aced all his life in the closest touch 
v.ith iureniost scientific investigation, 
and his work with heavier-than-alr ma- 
chines has done much for the devel- 
opment of the science of navigation. 

Perhaps best known among his ac- 
conii)lishments along this line is the 
flight made last winter irom Tampa to 
Havana. It was the longest water 
flight in the history of aviation and 
proved beyond peradventure the abso- 
lute practicability of the aeroplane, in 
addition Mr. McCurdy was the first 
man to send a wireless message from 
an aeroplane, and he has made nu- 
merous other experiments and flights 
that have not only been spectacular, 
but have been of large service in the 
advancement of the scleBce to which 
he has devoted his life. 

Formerly connected with the Glenn 
H. Curtiss Co., Mr. McCurdy has now 
a powerful organization of his own 
and is building his own machine. He 
is using the world famous Gnome mo- 
tor, which holds all records in aviation 
for distance, duration, speed and alti- 
tude. The speed of the new McCurdy 
machine, which will be shown to the 
American people for the first time at 
the Blue Grass fair, is equal to that of 



any of the foreign nicroplanes. With 
it McCurdy can easily attain seveuiy- 
five miles an hour. With such a ma- 
chine he will give demonstrations at 
the Blue Grass fair that will be not | 
only thrilling to the spectator, but of 
very great educational value as well. 

Beginning Tuesday, August J^th, tiie 
second day of the fair, Mr. McCurdy 
will make several flights each day. 
He will attain an altitude of more than 
a mile and will remain in the air from 
thirty to forty minutes. On August 
8th he will also make a flight from the 
grounds of the Blue Grass Fair asso- 
ciation in Lexington to Winchester, 
the county seat of Clark county, eigh- 
teen i: '!£S t!:st?wat.

This trip will n t 
only p;: V-' the sj'eed of the McCurdy 
machip-o. L.it it v. ill also show the prac- 
tical u?c.: to which modern air craft 
of the best type can be put. 

The management of the Blue Grass 
fair aiitic-ipatos that these aeroplans 
fiights alone will be ccn.^idered by tha 
people cf Cent r:\l KoiU'u ky well v/oi th 
the price of admissiou and will draw 
to the grounds record-brfeaking crowds. 
The fiights will be arranged at such 
hours throughout the day that they 
can bo v.-itnessed by all. Thwso who 
come IVcin a distance and are coni- 
pelle'l t') ta!vo early afternoon trains 
will hu.c the oi:poitunity to see these 
flights before being compelled to leave. 

The fastest and most powerful of all 
American aeroplanes directed by the 
most skillful of American aviators is 
the attraction that will be oifered dur- 
ing the week of the Blue Grass fair, 
August 7th to 12th.

There is a movement on foot to 
interest groweis of hurley tobacco in 
the organization of companies for the 
manufacture of their product. This 
movement has grown out of the recent 
decisiofi of the Supreme Court order- 
ing tne dissolution of the American 
Tobacco Company, and through whicb 
tobacco men generally see an en- 
couraging outlook for the establish- 
ment Sof independent factories in the 
tobacco producing states. 

The growers who are foremost in 
the movement ari^ue with their broth- 
ers of t^ie industry that they would 
realize better returns than if they con- 
tinue to sell the weed in loose leaf or- 
der or in hogsheads. 

It is not likely that there will be 
another pool of the raw material. The 
cost of pooling under the metliods of 
the Bnrley Tobacco Society waa enor- 
mous, and it ia a matter of open com- 
ment that the majority of the grewers 
who went into that organization witli 
their tobacco have come out' of it die* 
appointed at the net retama for their 
crops.

LAST O F THE YAQUIS. 

Paasitifl of a Once Famous Trtbs sf 
Moxiosn Indians^ 

AH the world has heard of the fa- 

mous Yaqui Indians of the state of 
Sonora. Mexico. They are for the most 
part dwellers in the hills, crudely arm- 
ed with primitive weapons, but t«^ 
rific fighters who liaTe more tlian once 
decisively l)eat«i the aol^Uera, of 
Mexico. 

Peaceable when undisturbed, fully 
alive to the richness of their mines 
and tlie value ef th^ fertile valleys. 

they sought only to defend that which 
was theirs from the grasping hands of 
those who desired their mines and 
their lands. Like most aborigines, 
however, they were doomed from the 
first. What was at the time of Cortes 
a tribe of 5,000 strong, able to defy the 
warriors of Montezuma, has dv^indled 
until there are now not more than 
500 souls in the valley of the Faqul 
river and in the mountain gorges 
which wall in the source of this 
stream. 

The bulk of the Yaquis have been 
iped out in snii^niiiriry wars or taken 
prisoners and shot, and those for whom 
no excuse for death could be found 
have been deported to the fever strick- 
en vales of Yucatan. The Yaquis as a 
rac-e arc no uidio. l)ut tlifir passin;; 
has been made complete only during 
the past few years.— Wide Wortd Ifag- 
^azine.

Newspapers dipped In lamp oil are 
useful for cleaning windows. Irona 
not much soiled can be rubt>ed on old 
newspapers and thus made fit for use. 
Dipped in lamp oil they are splendid 
to mb the ontslde of the dishpan. 
They keep It bright and shining. Tftrn 
in shreds, slightly dampened and scat- 
tered over the cnrpet. they keep down 
dust when sweeping. They clean the 
sink of its grease ajid sedlm«it. Noth- 
ing is better, for the greasy paper can 
be at once bnmed after use. 

-Many times folded newspapers will 
serve as a mat to stand hot and blnck- 
ened pots or kettles on and save soil- 
ing the kitchen table.

LIFE B UOY AN Dv OAR. 

Putting on the One and Supporting 
Yourself With the Other. 
Very few persons know how to get 

into a life buoy. and. as In this uncer- 
tain world one never knows when one 
may need to make use of a buoy in 
real earnest, a little practice might 
prove of great value in an «nergency. 

Now. when the buoy to thrown Into 
the water the temptation is to try to 
lift 'it over one's head and shoulders 
or to dive through It. This, however, 
is Impossible. The correct thing is to 
grasp the two sides of the buoy with 
fingers of the hands hppermost. lower 
yourself under the buoy and come up 
through the center, then rest your 
arms upon the sides, and you will be 
comfortably supported as long as it is 
necessary. 

More often than otherwise. In case of 
accident, a life buoy Is not at hand. 
In such an event an oar may be used 
as a substitute. Now, there is some 
little art In savin;: oneself by this 
means, for an average sized scull is 
not buoyant enough to support a per- 
son if grasped aa the ftrat hnpnlse 
would direct. 

There Is only one way In which the 
oar will support a human being. It 
moat be ridden like a hobbyhorse. 
The |iaft is put between the legs and 
the blade allowed to project above the 
surface of the water in front of one.

THE FIRST ASTOR. 



A Daring and Resourceful Operator In 
the Pur Trade. 

John Jacob Astor was bom In the lit- 
tle village of Waldorf, in Germany, in 
1763, just as France at the close of 
the Seven Years' war was ceding 
Canada to England. He sailed to our 
side of the Atlantic in 1783, wlien 
George III. in the treaty ef Paris was 
acknowledging our independence and 
when the merclmnts of Montreal were 
establishing the Northwest company. 

He became a fur dealer, gradually 
gained control of tlie trade flooth of 
Lakee Huron and Superior, except 
that which was in the hands of the 
Mackinaw company. ;uid won a repu- 
tation as a daring and resourceful op- 
erator, which made his name known 
in Montreal, St. Louis, London ^d 
Canton. 

He had a dozen vessels afloat repre- 
senting a capital of $1,000,000. carry- 
ing furs to England and China in 
1800. and at the time that the pur- 
chase of Louisiana in 1803 pushed our 
boundary to the Rocky mountains ho 
was the wealthleet and moat aueceatF 
ful merchant in the United Stataa.— 
North American Review.

Taft Expected to Veto Wool Bill. 

Demceratic leaders of the Hou<»e 
adopted anything but a conciliatory 
tcne on the woo) tariff situation Satur- , 
day. Underwood and Harrison ot the | 
Ways and Means Committee, and other I 
prominent D^imocrats expressed them- 1 
selves in unfriendly terms to the iwocl 
tariff compromise with the Senate that 
would mean raising the rata of the 
Underwood bill. 

Meantime. President Taft is gener- 
ally credited aa fally dctarmiBad lo ve- 
to the bill. 

The present situation in the House 
is the key to the entire tariff tangle 
in Congress. Upon the action of the 
House early next week rtsts the possi- 
bility of furthsr tariff legislation this 
sessioB. Speaker Clatlt ezpiessed con- 
iidenee that a wool bill will be agreed 
open ia eeofereace and be signed by 
tbe President. Other fi<Hise leaders, 
however* adopted a BMro paaaiaiistic 
view. 

Apparently tbe desire of certain 
House leaders in to take no chances of 
being placed on record as endorsing a 
party protective tariff bill. Ihey be- 
lieve the President will veto any bill 
and do not want to be on reccrd in 
favor of any except a straight revenue 
measure, as the Underwuoci bill is 
claimed to be. 

Back of this sentiment is the demand 
of a faction of which Harrison, of New 
York, is leader, that the raw wool 
duty shall not be increased al>ove 20 
per cent. The general expectntiun is 
that the La FoUette compromise bill 
as it passed the Senate will emerge 
from conference based on 90 par eeet 
ad valorem on raw wool. 

There was no change in (he Senate 
situaticB» the coalition maintaining its 
strength aad the partiea to that eom- 
bination^expreaaiac confdeaea ia tbeir 
ability to pat tbraocb tba remon 
legislatioo.
